A SSAYS OF GOLD BULLION are made on 
the following terms, and under the following 
conditions: — 

1. A receipt will be given to the Depositor for 
the exact gross weight of his deposit. 

2. The resulting ingot will be delivered to any 
party returning the aforesaid receipt, whether the 
Depositor or any one else, and the party returning 
the receipt will be required to cancel it by his sig- 
nature at the time of receiving the ingot. 

3. Each ingot will be stamped with its number , 
corresponding to its number in the official records, 
with its weight , in ounces and decimals of ounces, 
its fineness in thousandths, and its value in dollars 
and cents; also with a Government cipher, a crown 
encircled by the words “ British Columbia 
Government Assay;” thus: 



and the clip corner will be protected by a small 
crown impressed on the face of it. 

4. With each ingot will be given a certificate, 
signed by a Government officer, of the weight of 
the deposit before melting; its weight after; the 
fineness; the charge for assaying; and the value 
in dollars and cents. 

5. For all bars not exceeding 50 ounces in 
weight, a charge of seven shillings and six pence 
(7s. 6d.) sterling will be made, and for every ad- 
ditional 10 ounces, or fraction of same, one shilling 
and six pence (Is. 6d.) 

All clips are retained in the Government Assay 
office; but on bars not exceeding 10 ounces in 
weight, allowance will be made off the assay charge 
for the value of the clip.

By His Excellency JAMES DOUGLAS, Com- 
panion of the Most Honorable Order of the 
Bath, Governor and Commander-in-Chief of 
British Columbia and its Dependencies, Vice- 
Admiral of the same, &c. 

W HEREAS, under and by virtue of an Act of 
Parliament, made and passed in the session 
of Parliament held in the 21st and 22nd years of 
the Reign of Her Majesty Queen' Victoria, entitled 
an Act to provide for the “ Government of British 
Columbia,” and by a Commission under the Great 
Seal of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, I, JAMES DOUGLAS, have been ap- 
pointed Governor of the said Colony, and have 
been authorized by Proclamation under the Public 
Seal of the said Colony, to make laws, institutions, 
and ordinances, for the peace, order, and good 
government of the same ; 

And whereas a considerable expenditure of 
money is absolutely necessary to carry on and 
complete for public use the main routes of the 
Colony, now under contract and in process of con- 
struction, as well as other reproductive works of 
communication, urgently required for the devel- 
opement of the resources of the Colony : 

And whereas it is expedient that such expen- 
diture should be met by the issue of Bonds to the 
extent and in manner hereinafter appearing. 

Now, therefore, I do hereby declare, proclaim, 
and enact as follows, that is to say : 


V. The Bonds numbered 533 to 600, both in- 
clusive, shall be payable on the 31st December, 
1865. 

Interest, how borne. 

VI. The Bonds numbered 1 to 600, both in- 
clusive, shall carry interest from the day in each 
such Bond in that behalf specially mentioned, al- 
though such day shall be previous to the date of 
this Act. 

Payment out of General Revenue subject to B. C. Loan Act, 1803. 

VII. The Treasurer of the said Colony, or other 
person for the time being acting in that capacity, 
is hereby ordered and directed to pay the amount 
of every such Bond, and the interest payable 
thereon, out of any monies belonging to the Colo- 
ny not already appropriated, or appropriable un- 
der “The British Columbia Loan Act, 1862,” for 
or to the payment of existing liabilities, and which 
shall be in his hands at the time when such Bond 
shall be presented to him for the payment of the 
principal or interest thereof, in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act. 

Payment of Interest at B. C. or in V. I. half-yearly. 

VIII. The interest due on each of the said 
Bonds shall be paid half-yearly, upon presentation 
of the Bond in respect whereof any such interest 
shall be due, either at the Treasury at New West- 
minster in the Colony of British Columbia, or, at 
the Bank of British Columbia at Victoria in the 
Colony of Vancouver Island. 

Cesser of Interest . 

IX. No interest shall be carried by any of the 
said Bonds beyond the day appointed under any 
of the aforegoing provisions for the payment of the 
principal sum of such Bond. 

Cancellation of paid up Bonds. 


Creation of 600 £50 6 per cent Bonds. 

I .It shall be lawful for the Governor for the 
time being of British Columbia, from time to time, 
hereafter to issue any number of Bonds in the 
form set forth in the Schedule hereto, each Bond 
being for the amount of £50, and bearing interest 


X. Immediately upon the full payment of the 
principal and interest due upon any of the said 
Bonds, the Colonial Treasurer, or other person 
acting as aforesaid, shall cancel every such Bond ; 
and no Bond so cancelled shall on any account 
whatever be re-issued. 
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Mode of accounting for amount of Bonds . 

XL The amounts for which any of the said 
Bonds shall be issued and disposed of shall be ac- 
counted for as if they had been monies forming 
part of the current Revenue.

The construction of a bridge, 18 feet wide, 
across the Swift river at Cottonwood, is comprised 
in the above work. 

The remuneration offered by the Government 
r of British Columbia for this work is a Charter 
empowering the party, who shall construct the 
road as required, to levy on all goods and animals 
passing along any part of it, on other than Govern- 
ment service, certain tolls for a certain period of 
time 

Persons desirous of tendering for this work 
must specify in their offers the rates of toll (per 
lb avoirdupois of merchandise, and per head of 
various kinds of animals) they propose to collect, 
the term for which they desire their Charter to 
extend, and the time, reckoned from the date of the 
acceptance of their tender, in which they will un- 
dertake to complete the road in the manner re- 
quired by the Government; the consideration 
of these items collectively will determine the rela- 
tive merits of such proposals as may be received. 

It will be necessary that the person or persons 
who may undertake the work shall blaze out in 
detail the direction of the road, marking also its 
commencement and termination, all of which will 
be subject to approval by the Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works, or his agent, as the work 
progresses.
